managed a series of smooth passes about 
a lap or two apart that soon had him 
running about  wheel-to-tank with 
Jonsson, The two went bouncing 
around the still-muddy course at speeds 
that, for anybody else but a handful of 
riders, were completely berserk and out 
of control. Then a very smooth outside 
pass in a twisty section put Mikkola into 
the lead. He started to build a slight 
cushion and once he had it, kept it. 

DeCoster seemed to come alive this 
moto and also got past Jonsson. He 
started to chase the Finn but could not 

close at the end of the half hour. 
Poor Jimmy Weinert. He and Gary 
Jones were having a tussle, circulating 
puc 
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within a bike length of each other and 
maybe a third of a lap behind Bradley, 
who was again first Yank running. Then 
the chain came off Weinert's bike. He 
got it back on and started to move again 
and then lost it again. Jones kept on 
moving for his best finish of the day: 
tenth to Brad's seventh and second 
American. Weinert ended up pushing his 
bike up the hill to the finish in company 
with Tim Hart, who had earlier lost his 
expansion chamber. _ 
Moto Two belonged to Mikkola. He 
never seemed to be in trouble and had 
the lead in points going into the final 
round. m i 
. As the International class lined up for 
the decider, the sun started peeking out 
at more frequent intervals. That and the 
cool breeze were drying the track into a 
nice, deep loam which built up into 
uscable, solid berms. There was still lots 
of standing water. This was it, for all the 
marbles. Mikkola had three points; 
Jonsson, four; DeCoster, five. Nobody 
gave the World Champ much hope so 
long as either the Swede or the Finn 
stayed running, however. — — — 
dr it was DeCoster 












Jonsson zapped him quick. Mikkola 
dropped back a bit more as the 
all-conquering Swede stretched out a 
few more feet every lap. The left shock 
on Mikkola’s prototype Husky had 
sheared clean in half. The shaft was 
snapped below the upper mounting 
bolt. Heikki later commented that he 
noticed the handling wasn’t too good 
when he turned to the left. 

That was the end of the story. 
Mikkola continued in second place. 
DeCoster, who was a ways back in third, 
couldn’t catch him and, after holding 
off about three riders (Van Velthoven, 
Kring, and Maisch) for most of the last 
10 minutes of the moto, had the young 
Belgian literally fly by him to take over 
third showing a style that is incredible 
(to most Americans) with only a few 
laps left to go. 

Jim Weinert doesn’t give up easily. He 
had no chance for top American and 
hardly a shot at the top ten, but he got 
ahead of Brad Lackey in the last moto 
and the duo resumed their battle with 
vigor. Lackey chased Weinert and got 
past, then Weinert got him back and it 
stayed that way for a long time. Both 
riders were playing it very steady, low 
and fast. Finally, Brad got by Jim going 
into the second turn past the start: a . 
downhill right-hander. More cheers and 
shouts from the crowd. 

And that’s the way they stayed til’ 
the-end, with Brad building up a little 
lead but nothing that allowed him to 
relax. He was seventh overall and that’s 
as good as any American rider did. 

Gary Jones had his chain twist and 
that put him out of the moto. Jim 
Pomeroy recovered from two poor first 
motos to be next American around and 
AMXT Captain Bryan Kenncy nursed a 
very sick Maico for the last hour of 
competition to hang in there and finish 
all three. Somebody really ought to 
look at his scooter. 

250 Supprt- 

The 250 class seemed to break down 
into the runners and the also-rans. There 
was a big talent gap. In the first moto, 
Mid-Valley’s Greg Robertson (CZ) 
looked like the one to do it, He was 
good and going absolutely BTTW. Then, 
on the great gallumphing downhill, he 
lost it getting sideways and Greg and CZ 
went tumbling in a twisted mess. Then

After reading Ron Schneiders article 
in Cycle News West of October 17, 
1972 and his general. impressions of 
Czechoslovakia and also his impressions 
of some of the finishes and the attitudes 
taken by the riders, that I might add 
that in his column were defeatist 
attitudes, I felt I would send you a few 
comments of my own;concerning his 
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article, and my impressions on it. 

If we analyze from last year when 
Puch had a failure rate of 4 entered and 
4 retired, it would seem with our 
jumping to 12 th place in 1972 that we 
had quite an improvement and 
apparently our team was not completely 
shattered psychologically, as he is trying 
to lead people to believe. Further, if this 
improvement rate can be improved or 
carried on for the coming year it would 
mean with an additional 50% increase in 
our abilities that instead of finishing 
12th, then we must jump to at least 6th, 
and this could put Puch right into world 
contention as far as the Vase Team is 
concerned. Really so much for Puch. 

I might add that I don’t feel that the 
Trophy Team was completely defeated 
psychologically as his article leads us to 
believe. I spent quite a bit of time with 
these riders and I know their problems, 
their short-comings, and what happened 
in Czechoslovakia with each one. I 
would say that every one of these riders 
was of the highest moral character and 
the enthusiasm was so high that they 
were of the attitude that they were 
going to win first place. They algo knew 
that every trials enthusiast in the United 
States had their eyes glued upon the 
Trophy Team effort. They knew the 
chances of their equipment, and the 
failure rate of their equipment, they 
knew what had to be done in the short 
periods of time in the morning and they 
knew what had to be done on the trail. 
They knew the cloak and dagger efforts 
that was being presented by the Czech 
teams, the West Germans, East 
Germans, and they were also thoroughly 
convinced that KTM was just as good at 
the cloak and dagger efforts as any one 
of their competitors. 

In a final comment, I think it should 
be considered that if someone is going 
to write an article, or comments, or 
impressions or anything about our 
efforts in Six Days that these comments 
should be extremely positive rather than 
negative as this article from Ron 
Schneiders appears.

WHEN THERE’S NO PLACE TO 
RIDE, LOOK TO YOURSELF 
FOR THE REASON 


On Tuesday, October $1st, I 
received a phone call from a lady who 
identified herself as a property owner 
on “South Slopes” of Apple Valley. 
This lady was a bit unhappy and really 
had some reason to be so. 

Briefly, her problem is 
motorcyclists who are annoying her and 
her neighbots by riding on posted 
privately maintained roads. 

Up until Sunday, they had 
maintained a neutral attitude toward 
riders on their property in spite of being 
bothered periodically over the years. 
Now, since they feel that the problems 
with riders occur more frequently when 
“Deadman’s Point” is operating they 
have decided to assist the groups which 
have been trying to shut down the 
racing there. 

I gathered that a major factor in these 
property. owners’ decision to work 
against m otorcyling was the 
discourteous attitude on the riders’ part 
when informed that they should not be 
riding in these places. The lady quotes 
answers from the riders such as: "I 
didn't see any signs," and “Who cares?, 
I’m not hurting anything.” 

This time the riders’ discourtesy has 
resulted in one more property owner 
becoming active against off road riders. 

Incidentally, the riders had number 
plates on their bikes: oval, dark 
numerals, white background. Three of 
the numbers were 47, 61 and 77.

The F-11 250 is a brand new dirt 
bike from Kawasaki. It marks a radical 
departure for the Japanese firm in that 
it is their first effort at a single cylinder 
piston ported engine. It is a totally 
newly designed bike and, for a first time 
effort, it is about as close to being 
perfect as possible. 

We had the opportunity to test two 
of the brand new F-11 enduros. Both of 
the bikes were purchased locally by 
members of dur staff and were prepared 
by North Metro Kawasaki in Roswell. 
Jack Mangus, the editor had left his bike 
completely stock, except for the 
installation of knobby tires. The other 
bike belonged to our advertising

manager Bob Lenk who is an enduro 
freak and who had Woody Kyle and Ed 
Salley of North Metro perform some 
modifications to his Kawasaki. 

The bikes came equipped with trials 
universal tires, but these days an enduro 
bike is hardly ever used as a dual 
purpose machine. Most dealers will no 
longer trade out the trials tires for 
knobbies without a little money on the 
side, so for the market for which the 
F-11 is intended, it is inexcusable that 
they don't come standard with 
knobbies. Mitsuboshi brand tires were 
installed on our bikes and they proved 
to be an excellent tire. 

Bob's bike was further modified with 
a Bassani Quiet Pipe. At the time of the 
test a pipe for the F-11 wasn't available, 
so Woody and Ed modified a pipe 
intended for the older F-8 to fit. A 
forged piston from the F-81 
motocrosser was installed in the hopes 
of improving top end longevity, and one 
of the three head gaskets which come 
on the engine was removed to raise the 
compression. Bob had always had 
handling problems with his older 
Kawasakis, so this one was equipped 
with a pair of Konis with 60/90 
progressive springs. The only other 
modification was replacing the stock 
rubber covered footpegs with a set of 
SuperStar steel grip pegs. 

Located between the tachometer and 
speedometer gauges on the steering head 
is the ignition switch, with an off/on kill 
switch on the handlebar next to the 
throttle. Turning on the fuel tap from 
the tank (that trick vacuum operated 
thing is now gone) and pulling out the 
starter lever on the carburetor, both 
bikes started on the first kick. We then 
proceeded to go out and try to destroy 
them on our mile and a half long enduro 
course. 

The first thing noticed is that the 
power on the stock bike is smooth 


flowing. The engine wants to pull from 


about two thousand rpm, right up to 
the red line which comes in at just 
under eight thousand. Nowhere 
throughout the power range does the 
engine feel pipey, nor does the power 
want to surge. It is so easy to suit the 
engine rpm to the speed you want to 
travel and the terrain you're going 
through. This is where the five speed 
wide ratio transmission really is noticed. 
If you're going down a slow trail or just 
want to maintain a steady pace, running 
the engine between three and five 
thousand feels just right. When it's time 
to make some speed, just shift your 
operating range up above five thousand 
rpm, and the Kawasaki turns into a 
different bike. It will propel you 
through the woods faster than you can 
dare to go with your eyes open. The 
bike isn't super powerful: You notice 
that when you have to accelerate fast in, 
say, fourth gear, but the wide power 
band more than makes up for it; and 
you find that you're actually making 
better time through the woods. What is 
lost in peak power is more than made 
up for in low end torque, and that is 
why this is such a good enduro engine. 
We couldn't find a hill that the bike 
wouldn't chug up in first gear. When the 





hill got too steep the engine wouldn’t 
stall or start spinning the rear wheel 
madly, but the bike would be overcome 
by gravity and the loss of traction 
would stop the forward momentum, 

There is not too much that we can 
say about the transmission because it 
worked so well in both bikes all day. 
Shifts were short, smooth and easy to 
make. We never missed engaging a gear 
or going into a false neutral, and once 
underway we hardly ever used the 
clutch. The clutch itself has the primary 
kick start feature, so the engine may be 
started in any gear with the clutch lever 
pulled in--of prime importance in an 
enduro bike. 





Weight and handling are also 
important on a good woods machine, 
and this is where the new 250 really 
impressed us. In the sand as long as you 
kept the power on the bike would go 
right where it was pointed. On hard 
rough ground it would never get out of 


‘shape or try to switch ends. The 21” 


front wheel which comes standard really 
did a beautiful job in keeping the front 
end light, but it is the new frame and 
front and rear suspension which make 
this Kawasaki 
production enduro bike ever to come 
out of Japan. 

We let the winner of one of this 
year’s AMA National enduros try the 
bike. His comment was that the F-11 
handled as well as the Spanish bike he 
was sponsored on..Even the rear shocks, 
long a Japanese sore spot, are now really 
good. The stock shocked bike actually 
handled better than our other bike 
equipped with the Konis. The rear end 
would never kick itself up or try to do 
funny things. Compared to a Yamaha or 
Suzuki 250 enduro, the F-11 has set a 
new, standard for the Japanese 
manufacturers to follow.

Dry weight on the F-11 is 264 
pounds, which is quite light for a street 
legal enduro bike. The Kawasaki has the 


new type aluminum rims without the 


mud collector lips on the edges. 
Fiberglass fenders also help to keep the 
weight down. The fenders are somewhat 
flexible, but still prone to breakage in a 
hard fall, so we would much rather see 
the bikes come equipped standard with 
the new poly type fenders. 

The faster you go, the better and 
lighter the bike seems to handle. Not 
that it handles the least bit awkwardly 
at low speeds because we tried a slow 
speed trials type section in a wooded 
area and the bike impressed us with its 
low speed maneuverability. The only 
time the bike felt heavy was when one 
of our staffers tried to do something 
silly and had to pick it up off his leg 
about four times. Nothing on the bike 
broke or bent. 

The brakes on the bike are excellent 
and repeated runs through a creek 
crossing couldn't get them to fade. As a 
matter of fact, the brakes are so good 
that it took some practice to get used to 
them--the rear brake especially--as it had 
a tendency to lock easily if too much 
pressure was applied. The rear brake 
employs a floating rear backing plate 
anchored to the frame. 

There are a lot of little things we 
liked about this bike which you don't 
usually find on other machines. There 
are grease fittings everywhere, from the 
brake backing plates on both wheels to 
the swing arm. There is a complete tool 
kit located under the oil injection tank. 
The saddle is big and comfortable. It 
swings open from the side and has a 
support strap that is long enough so it 
can't slip closed on your fingers. Under 
the saddle is a holder for two spare 
sparkplugs and an air cleaner box that is 
completely water tight and opens from 
the top without any tools. The element 
slips right out of the box and is an oiled 
foam unit with foam on both sides of 
the metal screen. 

The rubber covered footpegs were 
one item we really didn’t like about the 
bike. We like the steel serrated pegs on 
the modified bike much better. When 
the rubber pegs got wet or muddy our 
boots would slip right off. 

Other than the steel pegs, there really 
wasn't much we liked about the 
modified bike. As mentioned before, 
the Koni rear shocks didn’t work as well 
on the bike as the stock rear units. The 
changes to the engine, with the chamber 
and all, improved the performance a 
little bit, especially in the top speed 
range, but not enough to be of 
advantage in the woods. It was only in a 
straight line drag race that we could 
really tell the difference. 

Kawasaki now has one of the best 
production 250 enduro bikes on the 
market. For a suggested list price of 
about $900, you get a lot of motorcycle 
for the money, and for about $40 extra 
you can get the knobbies and steel pegs 
it should come equipped with as 
standard. A lot of Yamaha 250 Enduro 
fans will be looking at the Kawasaki 
F-11 in 1973.

If you find yourself confused by all the 
brands-changing of important riders, 
you aren’t alone. Kawasaki rider Peter 
Lamppu was listed in the program of 
the Hang Ten GP as being sponsored by 
the Montesa factory and as riding a CZ.

LOOK TO YOURSELF —AND

I'm an avid. motorcyclist who's been 
riding mostly off-road since I was 13 — 
about six years at this time, Even 
though I was fairly young when I first 
started riding, naturally I've noticed the 
tremendous increase of people enjoying 
the sport since the middle *60's. I have 
also noticed, unfortunately, the need 
for some type of control in many areas 
where a large concentration of cyclists 
appear. 

It appears to me that several different 
types of riders exist (Naturally.). It is 
indeed unfortunate that the types who 
prefer to. charge up and down the same 
damned hill all day long with no muffler 
or negligible muffling on their 
expansion chambers choose to do it in 
areas that result in great damage to 
either the future of the sport or to the 
ecological aspect of the earth's surface. 
(Yes I know; ECOLOGY! ECOLOGY! 
but there is no reason to simply destroy 
something in an area that has a value to 
others beside bikers.) Because one trail 
exists up the side of a hill doesn’t mean 
that 10 more are necessary. If you must 
run up and down hills, please stay on 
existing trails or do it in an area where 
damage will be slight. Bike parks are 
especially nice for, this. 

After all that, there is another side 
too. An area west of highway 395 just 
north of Inyokern at the end of 9 mile 
canyon in the southern part of the 
Sierras known as Kennedy or Troy 
Meadows has fantastic bike trails 
through areas that could easily be 
potentially destroyed by a few careless 
riders. However, even though the area 
seems to receive fairly heavy use, very 
little apparent damage has occurred, 
Wonderful!! 

I think that if all riders would think a 
little before taking off in any direction 
without regard for anything else we 
would all be better off. 

So — Please!! If you feel, like tearing 
things up, spinning do-nuts (?) (as we all 
do occasionally depending on how we 
feel) do it where it won't hurt us all — 
otherwise we're going to have no one to 
blame for the demise of the sport other 
than ourselves. 

Isn't it necessary for competitors in a 
desert event to have an ORV green 
sticker? If so, it doesn't seem right in 
any case for the BLM to charge clubs 
for use of the land. We're paying for it 
anyway, aren't we? Please comment.

LONG BEACH, CAL., Nov. 23, 1972 — Instead of sweetening AMA professional race 
purses as in the past, Cycle News will spend its 1973 $8,000 contingency budget to 
tell the motorcyclists’ side of the land use controversy to the general public. 

Making the announcement, Publisher Charles Clayton said, ‘When the Cycle News 
contingency plan was started two years ago, there were only three or four companies 
paying contingencies in AMA racing. Now there are dozens. Meanwhile the problem 
of obtaining public land for off road motorcycle recreation has grown to crisis 
proportions in some parts of America. With the nation’s interest in protecting the 


environment, 


it is urgent that motorcycle riding present itself to the public as a 


solution, rather than a problem in the preservation of nature. The only way we can 
do that is by buying advertising in the mass media to present our side. And we don’t 
see anybody else doing it. So, now that the racers are pretty well taken care of," 


Clayton concluded, 


“Cycle News is diverting its contingency monies, for the time 


being, into public relations for the dirt rider.” 

Billboards, newspaper ads and radio time will be contracted to show off-road 
motorcycling as it really is, Clayton added. “We don’t have very much money, but 
we know how to get the biggest bang for our bucks. The opponents of motor 
recreation: know how to get the free publicity, but when you are telling the 
unsensational truth, you have to pay for it.” 

Cycle News will continue to offer the $750 wardrobe contingency to the AMA 
Grand National Champion, which was awarded for the first time this year.

BEND, ORE., Oct. 22, 1972 — The 
Cascade Motorcycle Club of Bend, 
Oregon held the third annual “High 
Desert 100". A great increase in turnout 
caused club members to walk around 
Sunday morning in a daze, wondering 
how they were going to handle 480 
riders when they have never exceeded 
200 before. 

This year, the race to the smoke 
bomb was only about one mile of 
blasting through sage brush to a twisting 
road, which led to a straight, graded, 
fast road. They then turned off onto a 
trail that followed a fence line for two 
miles to the first chéck point. This 
check point was too close to the starting 
line due to a last minute course change 
at a request of the Bureau of Land 
Management. The riders were backed up 
about one-half mile waiting in line to 
get their check. f 

After check point two, the riders 
entered Forest Service land with twisting 
roads and trails among the tall pine 
trees. After check four the riders 
entered a real fun, fairly dust free, white 
pumice road with tight corners and 
jumps. After going through some super 
rocky lava fields, they were back on fast 
desert trails heading back to the 
start-finish line. Randy Limbeck, riding 
a Poweroll Performance Honda, had the 
lead at this point. Ken Habeck, the 
Seattle school teacher, was right on his 
tail riding a 400 Husky. 

After they gassed up; Habeck took 
the lead as Limbeck got confused as to 
where the trail went. In an effort to 
overtake Habeck, Limbeck bent his 
brake lever on some sage brush. In the 
next 50 miles, Limbeck stopped at least 
eight times to straighten the brake lever. 
Limbeck again managed to take the lead 
and again on a road. The Bend, Oregon 
based Poweroll Performance, that 
manufactures bore and stroke kits for 
Hondas, really did the job on this super 
fast 312cc Honda single. Limbeck still 
had the lead at check ten. At this point 
the riders entered a rocky canyon that 
was filled with juniper trees. Young 
Limbeck was lifted right off his bike by 
a juniper limb and thrown into a barb 
wire fence, shredding his leathers and 
bending his brake lever again. 

From this point on, the course went 
through creek beds, rock piles, and fast,

rocky trails. Every time Limbeck would 
get close to the old desert fox, Habeck, 
he would bend something or throw a 
chain. By now he had no left handgrip, 
just a bare handlebar. Remembering 
how he passed Habeck on the roads 
before, Limbeck settled down and 
waited for a road that he knew led to 
the finish. But the old desert fox had 
out-foxed the young motocrosser; as he 
dialed the power to his 400 Husky 
down the road to the finish a good 100 
yards ahead of Limbeck. Do you 
suppose Habeck was thinking of this 
road all along, or was he just avoiding a 
seizure or holed piston by backing off 
on the roads at the early stage of the 
race? 

This was the -third “High Desert 
100”, and this was the third time 
Habeck won. Three times for the $100 
overall prize and three times for the 
perpetual trophy that now will be a 
permanent resident at the Habeck 
home.

AMA Announces 1972-73 Indoor 
Short Track Series 


A new wintertime racing series 
currently is underway, according to Bill 
Boyce, manager of professional racing 
for the American - Motorcycle 
Association. The 1972-73 American 
Indoor Short Track Championship 
Series includes eight events, each 
featuring a $6,000 purse. 

Last year, 12 such events were held 
and were so well received by the riders, 
promoters and the public that the 
introduction of the American 
Championship Series was formulated. 

A riders point fund has been 
established for the first year of the 
series in which the top ten riders will 
share, and an American Indoor 
Champion will be declared at the 
conclusion of the circuit. 

To round out the 1972=73 Indoor 
Championship Series, a tour of 
non-point-paying, events has also been 
scheduled. 

Expert, Junior and Novice racers will 
be pitted against each other in all of the 
indoor short track races. Each event’s 
program will consist of four to eight 
preliminary heats, depending upon the 
number of riders entered, three 
semi-finals, a trophy race consisting of 
the four to six fastest qualifiers, a 
consolation race made up of those riders 
who did not qualify for the semi-finals, 
and a final race.

SALT LAKE CITY, UT., Nov. 4, 1972 
— First impression, as you walk through 
the double doors of the Fairgrounds 
Coliseum and gaze upon the speedway 
track, is there's just no way!”

RAMONA, CAL., Nov. 5, 1972 — 
Marland Whaley put together three of 
the most fantastic loops of trials riding 
ever witnessed in California today as he 
led fellow Montesa team rider Rich 
Delaney to a 1-2 sweep in the Master 
Division of today's San Diego Trials 
Riders sponsored event. 

Whaley, who is 14 years old and one 
of the youngest Masters ever, comes 
from Santee, California (which is home 
of another motorcycle prodigy, Marty 
Tripes; In fact the two of them go to 
the same school. Marland turned in 
loops scores of 8-6-12 points to easilv 
be low man as Delaney had 38 in 
another super ride. 

The Expert/Master loops consisted of 
ten traps and had to be negotiated three 
times to complete the scoring. Some of 
the traps were not too demanding o1 
the Masters, but the others were just 
incredible. If your particular forte was 
not rocks, then you were in big trouble 
today as a good deal of the program had 
to do with those hard, shift lever eaters. 
By far the two most difficult traps on 
the loops were composed of sharv, 
gouging, case smashing rocks. No cleans 
were registered in either of these 
sections, and it was really too bad that 
more spectators couldn’t get out to 
them to watch. 

Third place Master was Mark Eggar 
on an Ossa. Mark finished with 42 
points to narrowly beat out Rich 
Bledsoe the Bultaco rider who had 45. 

An equally incredible ride was turned 
in by Jim Laudeman on a Bultaco. As 
he finished the day with 43 points but 
the difference is that Laudeman is an 
Expert not a Master. Second Expert was 
Bernie Schreiber with 56 points and a 
truck with a good set of headlights. 
Third was Elmer Norman with a 69. 

One of the nice things about the 
SDTR’s Organization of today’s event 
was the way they had Novice/Amateur 
event in the morning with the Experts 
and Masters checking some of the 
sections and giving out some hints as to 
how to do it a little better next time. In 
the afterfioon the Expert/Masters rode 
with the Nov/Am riders doing the 
checking.

could have prevented a long, cold, 
hungry night. The point I'm trying to 
make is that it could happen to anyone. 
A lot of enduro riders carry spare parts, 
cables, chains, etc., but neglect a few 
basic safety items. It doesn't take five 
minutes to put some wooden matches in 
a pill bottle and pack in on your bike 
somewhere. 

With my cold weather gear of long 
johns, sweatshirt and ski jacket I was 
ready to tackle the course. It was a good 
course with some neat sections which 
provided a lot of fun even for the better 
riders. Speeds were slow but they were 
set with the women and kids in mind 
since it was billed as a family enduro. 
The sand was still wet from the rains 
and everyone had a ball. Just before the 
first check were some sand dunes and 
everyone came bombing over to find the 
check waiting for them. A lot of people 
hit it early because they couldn't resist 
riding the sand dunes faster than the 
speed in the schedule. There were even 
some mud puddles on the course. Most 
desert riders never see water when they 
ride and they were facinated by the 
stuff. 

PVDR located some neat sandy 
downhill canyons which were really a 
ball to ride. The wet sand enabled the 
riders to use the banks as berms and 
they were really letting it hang out. 
Then we hit a long sand uphill (did 
CERA help lay out the course?) which 
gave some riders fits but the earlier 
riders had no. problems. PVDR 
thoughtfully had a flagman stationed 
there to direct the smaller bikes around 
the hill. An SL-70 would have had a 
problem getting up. We completed the 
35 mile first loop, took a break, gassed 
up and headed out on the second loop. 
The wind had died down a lot and it 
was magnificent riding weather, It's 
days like this that you are glad you are a 
motorcycle rider. The second loop 
contained about the same stuff as the 
first with one exception. There is an 
abandoned  quonset hut out there 
somewhere and the course went right 
through it. Naturally there was a check 
inside. 

After some more pleasant riding we 
hit the finish and received some very 
neat finishing pins. If your pin had a 
green sticker on the back you also won 
a turkey! They were drawn out of a big 
box randomly to insure fair play. My 
pin contained the green sticker so I 
happily accepted a gift certificate for a 
turkey and I and all other turkey 
winners thank PVDR. There's not much 
I can fault the enduro. It was fun and 


interesting. The course was probably a 
little harder than a super easy. family 
run but I agree with the PVDR that as 
long as you don’t make it too difficult 
it’s a good idea to throw a few sections 
to make the beginners work a little to 
develop their rider skills.

In 1958 Boris Murray bought his first 
motorcycle for recreational street use. 
In the ensuing years he has become one 
of the most well-known and feared top 
fuel bike riders in the United States 
today, holding both NHRA top speed 
(174 MPH) and quickest ET (8.87) 
records. 

Boris Murray began as did most top 
drivers of today, he entered his stock 
Triumph in the street category at local 
strips. All went well for a few years 
until the management at. the local strips 
decided to accept only machines 
intended solely for drag racing. This 
presented no problem for Boris as he 
simply went home and converted his 
stocker into a fuel dragster. Since then, 
Boris has run only Triumph engines and 
fuel, having discovered that this is the 
combination for him. 

Growing increasingly tired of running 
in the smaller fuel classes, Boris decided 
in 1967 to add another engine, mainly 
to overcome the Triumph's cubic inch 
limitations. 

'The radical design was beginning to 
click, and the ever present “dialing in” 
problems were diminishing when Boris 
had his fist and only accident. It was a 
Saturday afternoon in Bakersfield, 
1968. Boris was traveling through the 
traps at 150 MPH when he discovered

Headlining the list of more than a 
dozen riders who will be bidding for the 
eight positions open to the lowest 
elapsed time qualifiers on Friday and 
Saturday is NHRA National champion 
Boris Murray of La Verne, California, 
on a twin-engine Triumph. 

Murray, whose racing bike frames are 
_widely used in drags, also holds the 
current NHRA quarter-mile record for 
fuel bikes with an elapsed time of 8.87 
seconds, at 174.75 mph. 

The Supernationals also will mark the 
return of popular Joe Smith, the 1971 
NHRA National Champion from West 
Covina, California, who was injured 
during the Nationals last September 
when his Harley flopped over at the 
starting line. 

One of the oldest riders in drag bike 
racing, the 42-year old Smith has 
received his medical release to resume 
competition. and has entered two 
machines at Ontario. The second Harley 
Smith has entered will be ridden by Jim 
Cook of Loma Linda, California. Smith 
was runner-up at this year’s NHRA 
Nationals. 


his only brake had failed. The resulting 
crash netted several sprains, a ruined 
bike, and a design for a chassis with 
twin brakes. 

The next bike to be developed was 
basically the same with the exception of 
a direct drive unit as opposed to the two 
speed on the previous bike. This frame 
has continued to operate until the 
present time. Now Boris plans to 
construct a new one. (Metal fatigue 
after four years of continuous operation 
can be somewhat hazardous.) 

The present bike consists of two 
Triumph 650cc (40 cubin inch) engines 
bored to 750cc apiece. The lower ends 
are stock including rods and bearings. 
The cams are relatively mild, running 
.255 lift, 300 degree duration. This 
combination seems to work best for fuel 
as Boris doesn't plan to replace them. 
"Everything in the engines are Triumph 
except the Norris valve train and the 
Bob Chantland cylinder kits." The 
pushrods are steel with titanium collars 
and steel keepers. The go-juice is 
supplied by old Triumph-Amal TT 
carburetors that are now extinct, and 
zap is suppled by twin Lucas mags. 
“The bike as it stands now took about 
two months to build.” 

The reason for having so many stock 
components is due to the problem that 
plagues all bikers, traction. “Whats the

use of adding more horsepower if you 
can't get it to the ground?" 

One of the reasons for Boris’ claim to 
fame is his method of smoking the tire 


through the entire 1320. Up until 
recently it was both a spectacular and 
effective means of moving the bike. But 
now the smoking method is beginning 
to lose its effectiveness. Boris is growing 
increasingly tired of losing to someone 
who has a good slipper clutch working 
for him. “Making smoke is more fun, 
but when it comes right down to having 
to win a race and having to win a purse, 
I want to be able to have all the traction 
I can get. A slipper clutch has got to be 
the answer.” Along with designing his 
own slipper clutch, Boris has gone one 
step farther and is presently working on 
a "Canard type" wing that will fit on 
the frame just under the engines and 
will hopefully prevent him from pulling 
any more 170 MPH wheelies. 

Being a top fuel bike, it is surprisingly 
free of breakage. The only problem that 
really plagues Boris is piston rings. ““The 
oil rings are what I keep breaking. As 
soon as I break an oil ring, the cylinder 
oils, detonates, then breaks the 
compression rings." Occasionally a bent 
rod will rear it's head, but fortunately 
that's a rare problem. 

As trouble-free as it is, the operation 
of a top fuel bike doesn't come cheap.

A slick last three runs. A gallon of fuel 
and the same amount of oil last only 
one run. Seventy dollars is usually 
enough to foot the bill for one pass. 

If Boris continues to have winning 
streaks such as the one in early 
September where he took Indy, 
Pittsburg, and Fremont all in a period of 
eight days, an occasional broken ring or 
bent rod can be tolerated. 

Boris’ plans for the future include the 
possibility of the- formation of a top 
fuel motorcycle- racers association. If 
enough top fuel racers join, then they 
could possibly have some control over 
the procedures of a meet they 
participate in. “The only trouble is, 
when you start talking about dues and 
membership the guys say 'Ah, I don't 
need it, I'll do it on my own. I don't 
need to pay anybody dues.' What can 
you offer somebody with an attitude 
like this?” 

Surprisingly enough, another of 
Boris’ major ambitions is to drive a top 
fuel funny car. This is somewhat 
startling, as most bikers don’t generally 
associate with the funnies. Phrases such 
as **dirty door-slammer”’ can 
occasionally be heard coming from the 
bike pits. If Boris should attack the job 
of driving a funny with the vigor and 
skill that he has applied to bikes, let the 
competition beware.

1972 — It's interesting to see what has 
happened to the production classes in 
local road racing. The original intent of 
the class was to have a form of racing 
that was cheap and therefore available 
. to everyone. There are those riders that 
felt they were needed a little more 
power and they began to modify their 
machines. At first this was illegal, but as 
it became more common, it became the 
norm — for winners at least — and 
officials began to wink at it and let it 
happen. Today a “‘production” machine 
may sport trick shocks, big carbs, a 
completely modified engine (now legal 
in some associations since officials don’t 
like to have to sit around as engines are 
torn down and try to figure out what is 
stock and what isn’t), hollowed out 
mufflers, and other costly, time 
consuming “options”. What this does is 
to make it almost impossible for 
someone on a budget to be competitive 
in this class. 
The Open production class was a race 
between a budget racer and another, 
AMA Expert rider on a factory 


machine. The budget racer was Dennis - 


Pegelow on his Stacy Thomas (that’s his 
girl friend, I think) “sponsored” 
Kawasaki 750 and Reg Pridmore on his 
Butler and Smith prepared BMW 750. 
Dennis got the better start on his 
Kawasaki and led the first lap. On lap 
two Reg passed Pegelow going into the 
first turn, but Dennis drove out better 
and led for a bit more until the greater 
power and speed of the BMW made 
itself felt and Pridmore pulled away to 
win. 

When we asked Dennis why he didn't 
protest the BMW, he just shrugged his 
shoulders. We point out that the BMW's 
mufflers had been cut and rewelded. 
Still Dennis just wasn’t interested. He 
didn’t feel vindictive and he didn’t want 
to do something that “‘unsporting.” “I'll 
just have to ride better,” he said. Why 
didn’t he modify his bike? “I’m not 
much of a mechanic.” 

The situation isn’t Pridmore’s fault, 
either, He rides for a company that 
supplies the machines and pays him to 
ride them, His ability is great enough so 
that he could win the production race 
often on a stock machine. His bike isn’t 
the only non-stock one running in the 
Open production class. There are several 
bikes out there that even look like GP 
machines,

Today was the inaugural Cycle Safety 
Clinic, presented by the Cycle 
Awareness Committee of Torrance. 

The Committee, an ad hoc committee 
to the Torrance Traffic Commission, 
conducted a Cycle Safety Clinic at J.C. 
Agajanian’s Ascot in Gardena. The 
program was the culmination of Cycle 
Safety Awareness Week in the City of 
Torrance. 

The first part of the Day’s activities 
was spent in the grandstands at Ascot 
listening to talks from industry-related 
businesses and organizations. 

The law enforcement agencies 
represented were the Torrance Police; 
Los Angeles Police, and the California 
Highway Patrol. 

Also in attendance were Mayor Ken 
Miller of Torrance and Mayor Richard 
Young of Rolling Hills Estates. The 
Torrance City Manager, Ed Ferraro, was 
instruced in the basics of motorcycling 
and tought how to ride.

After a break for lunch, everyone 
moved to the north parking area for a 
demonstration by the two-wheeled 
gendarmes from the  C.H.P. and 
Torrance.

Motorcycles are easy to steal. Few 
people with any empty wallet and a 
crunched engine can resist .the 
opportunity to pick up repair parts for 
nothing in the form of someone else’s 
motorcycle. The chances are such a 
person never stole a bike before and 
never will again, but that does yeu no 
good if your bike is the one he takes. 
Most motorcycles are stolen by such 
amateurs, and most are stolen the same 
way; just ridden away. 

The reason is obvious if you visit any 
place where large numbers of 
motorcycles are parked, like a college 
campus. Most of the riders leave their 
machines secured by nothing more than 
the built in fork locks. These fork locks 
are usually keyed the same as the 
ignition lock. Additionally, if the 
machine is Japanese, the number of the 
key which will open those locks is 
found stamped on the face of the 
ignition switch, as shown in photo 1. 
Anyone with that number can obtain a 
key to fit those locks at a shop carrying 
that brand. 

The brand easiest to steal by this 
method is Honda, due to the large 
number of Hondas around and the 
availability of Honda shops. The hardest 
major brand bike to steal is Suzuki 
because the company actively 
discourages such thefts by selling the 
keys with the purchase of a complete 
ignition switch unit. In this case, the 
would be thief would have to shell out 
about $5 instead of 50¢ for a Honda 
key. 

Many dealers try to discourage this 
type of theft by requiring proof of 
ownership before they will sell a key. If 
a would-be thief has a vehicle 
registration card for the same brand 
bike as the key he wants, most dealers 
will sell him a key. The lock numbers do 
not appear on such registrations. Even if 
one shop checked ignition lock numbers 
before selling keys, the would-be thief 
could always go to another shop. The 
best answer is for the manufacturers to 
stop putting key numbers on the face of 
their locks. In the meantime, the 
motorcycle owner should take steps to 
protect his bike. 

The best way to stop the amateur 
“key thief” is to remove the numbers 
from any locks on the bike. Be sure to 
check seat and fork locks, too. This can 
easily be done with an electric drill and 
a grindstone bit. The end result may not 
look as nice, but it does deter the thief 
from using your bike as a source of 
spare parts.

AMA Announces New Regional 
Championship Racing Circuit 


Supplementing its well established 
Grand National Championship circuit, 
the American Motorcycle Association is 
initiating a new program to expand the 
motorcycle racing schedule in all 
sections of the country. The new 
program will include three regional 
championship circuits, each consisting 
of a maximum of 12 regional events and 
open to riders in all classes. 

The Atlantic -Coast Regional 
Championship Circuit, the Midwest 
Regional Championship Circuit and the 
Pacific Coast Regional Championship 
events. Points will be awarded the riders 
as in the Grand National Circuit and all 
circuits will declare Regional Champions 
in the Expert, Junior and Novice classes. 

The basic premise behind the 
expansion is to permit the professional 
rider who` does not wish to travel the 
National Circuit to race events and still 
gain points toward his regional 
championship. Also, the regional events 
will allow more promoters and 
spectators to become involved in the 
“sport, 

To be applied toward regional 
championships, a rider’s points must be 
accumulated with a minimum of 
two-thirds acquired in the rider’s home 
region and the remaining third acquired 
in other regions. 

Professional sanction meetings are 
currently being held across the nation in 
order to establish a schedule of the 
regional events for 1973. 
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But, with the help of many hacksaw blades, I was almost done. Just remove the 
axle and the wheel was off.

I got the drift and normal hammer, inserted the 
drift into the hub and on the lip of the bearing on the down side of the hub. I drew 
the hammer back, lined it up with the drift, and brought it down full force with a 
dull thud, which of course was not on the drift as planned but the end of my thumb. 


After about 10 minutes of choice words and what must have looked like an Indian 


rain dance I got back down to business. 

This time I fired up the ol' propane torch and heated the hub for about 15 
minutes. After much pounding, a few burned fingers, and some more choice words, 
the bearings were still in as tight as ever. Now I was really mad so I broke out the 
trusty acetylene torch and gave the hub the full treatment. Finally after much more 
pounding, more burned fingers, and more descriptive words the two bearings were on 
the bench catching the paper on fire. 

After a bucket of water to subdue the flames, I removed the soggy papers and 
started to concentrate on the bearings.

Not being able to decide if I 
made the right decision or not, I put all the bearings in a neat pile and adjourned for 
some rest, food, and drink. ` 5 

When I returned, I put two bearings in the freezer to make them contract and 
went out to heat the hub to make it expand. I finally decided all was ready so I set 
the bearings on the hub and with loving care, tapped them into their respective holes. 
I made perfectly sure they were in straight so no extra bind would be put on them. 

Proud of myself for a job well done I decided to rest a minute. Still not convinced 
that buying the bearings was necessary I picked up the two remaining to examine 
them again. “Hey, what the...?”?” I said to myself faint-heartedly, “This one isn’t 
seized, it feels great...so does this one!” Suddenly I realized what I had done, “Oh 
no, I couldn't have". I jumped to the hub to see if I did what I think I did. 
Confirming my mistake, I let out a cry that could be heard two blocks away. I 
looked pitifully at the hub and bearings then outside. It was 8:30 P.M. and pitch 
black outside. I never have found and probably never will find a better way to 
completely blow an entire day.

Everybody comes to Hopetown to do 
their own thing. The End Does threw a 
birthday party and Jeanne Allen, the 
most attractive feature of monthly mag, 
Modern Cycle, passed out about two 
cases of Cold Duck to everyone in the 
vicinity of the finish line. For perhaps 
the first time in motorcycling history 
you couldn't give away those traditional ` 
staples, Coors and Red Mountain, not 
with Jeanne and her chilled Cold Duck 
around. 

There weren't any enduros ^ this 
weekend, so enduro ace Bob Steffan 
showed up, entered couple of classes, 
set himself a 35 mph schedule and kept 
in shape for more serious sport. Preston 
Petty, whom everyone says has retired 
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to live the good life in Oregon, stuffed a 
motorcycle into an airplane and flew on 
down to Hopetown. Preston just likes to 
have a good time, but part of having a 
good time is winning a race now and 
again so he did; the 350 Expert class. 

But it’s probably the spectators who 
have the most fun at Hopetown. It 
doesn’t matter where they are on the 
course, they can be sure something 
interesting will be happening. Near the 
east end they could watch the start on 

„the first lap and a big sweeper to the left 
on each subsequent round. The sight 
and sound of 72 motorcycles exploding 
onto the course and somehow packing 
down onto the relatively narrow trail, 
wheel-to-wheel-to-footpeg-to-elbow, 
makes anything seem dull by 
comparison. 

After you've seen a Hopetown start 
you could shrug your shoulders and 
wander away from the Battle of the 
Bulge. And, if you've picked the right 
moment to watch, you'l see John 
Hateley ignore the slight berm that's 
build up in the sweeper and lends 
security to the motocrossers lay his 
Triumph over almost horizontal, crossed 
up beyond belief, and go blasting by 
riders who thought they were fast — on 
the outside! , 

Down the course aways is the mud 
hole. The Dirt Diggers always have a 
mud hole, but Friday's rain gave them a 
mud hole you could lose a cow in. 
There was a slight jump coming into the 
hole and if a guy picked the wrong line, 
he just stopped and virtually sank out of 
sight. And, of course, as soon as one 
rider took up residence in the mud, 14 
others would slosh to a muddy bed 
beside him. The speeds were low enough 
so no one was getting hurt, just good 
and  awkwardly muddy, so the 
spectators showed their approval with 


rousing cheers for the most comical 
debacle. My vote went to the guy who 
got sideways two different directions 
and then did a perfect half flip to land 
spread-eagled, flat on his back in the 
mud. He almost blew it, though. As he 
stuck his head up, a big grin indicating 
his appreciation of applause, a joker on 
a Maico tried to top his act and almost 
center-punched him. The moral is do 
your thing, but don’t wait around fora 
curtain call! 

A lot of the riders didn’t like the mud 
and. in deference to them and the 
Sidehacks who were going to race on 
Sunday, the Dirt Diggers bull-dozed the 
mud hole Saturday night. Carl Cranke, 
the northern California rider who put 
on one of the best shows of the two 
days, had this to say about it: “When 
they said they were going to take all the 
water out of the mud hole, everybody’s 
saying ‘Oh my God, isn’t that nice!’ and 
I'm saying, "Son of a bitch! Those guys 
are all bitchin' and moanin' because 
they come down here with TT bikes. I 


saw some guy starting yesterday with 
K-70's!" 

If you liked a bit more dangerous 
action you could wander farther down 
the course and watch the dropoff into 
the gully. The guys had a long stretch of 
road from which they had to make an 
abrupt right. hand exit down a very 
steep slope into a gully. The entrance to 
the gully was a sharp turn to the left. 
Depending upon your outlook, you 
could either see spectacular action or 
learn a lesson in technique. 

For the action-minded people there 
was the final unquestionable proof of 
the domino theory. One guy fell at the 
bottom, right in the entrance to the 
gully and a good 20 bikes piled up right 
behind him creating the worst 
bottleneck I’ve seen since the time the 
CERA decided to run all 500 entries 
through a five room house. Such a 
tangle of bikes and bodies you wouldn’t 
believe. But somebody was watching 
over the Dirt Diggers because, 
miraculously, nobody got hurt in that 
one. 

There was an escape road at the top 
for guys who were going too fast to 
make the turn and quite a few guys used 
it. Some however, pushed their luck 
right to the wall and jumped halfway 
down, counting on the marginal traction 
on the slope to keep them from 
smearing themselves on the rock that 
formed one side of the downslope. One 
fellow named Joe Erwin really 
overcooked it, and took the most 
spectacular fall I've ever seen. He went 
off the lip and missed the downslope 
completely. His Maico, completely 
airborne, slammed into the rock on the 
far side like a bug hitting the windshield 
of a car. It ricocheted off the rock and 
dropped into the gully at the bottom 
upside down on top of rider Erwin. But 


ips the best show of the day. The fans went wild. 


bikers are tough. In spite of a 30-foot 
vertical fall and a crash landing 
underneath a motorcycle, the slight 
young racer escaped with only a broken 
foot. 

Far and away the biggest attraction 
for the spectators though was the 
Sidehacks. The Dirt Diggers always try 
to have something really novel for the 
spectators and this year they scheduled 
some of the top European Sidehack 
teams on their 750 Norton and 
Honda-powered Wasp sidehacks. The 
Europeans are not allowed to race in 
U.S. sportsman events so they started in 
the back row and proceeded to put on a 
very fast exhibition. So fast that by the 
end of the first lap they were in second 
and fourth positions! For our own 
sidehack racers it was the equivalent of 
that of the first time a few years ago 
that the motocrossers saw Joel Robert. 
That, incidentally, also was at 
Hopetown.

The Europeans are here to promote 
the sport of motocross sidehacking and 
they're really doing a job of it. They 
seemed to be continually on the thin 
edge of disaster as their hacks drove off 
the banks and slid around the turns 
faster than anyone would have thought 
possible. They seldom had all three 
wheels on the ground and frequently 
had only one in contact, which got to 
be pretty exciting when that one was 
the front one! Ton Von Heugten from 
Holland explained that they couldn't 
really go fast because the course was so 
long they couldn't remember all the 


, turns after only one parade lap. *'Ya," 


he said “It is a difficult course. You 
don't know what kind of bend is 
coming. All the bends are different and 
when you don't know what is coming 
you must slow down.” Any “slowing 
own" was not apparent to the 
spectators. 

One of the few sad notes of this 
weekend was that the Europeans almost 
didn't get to ride, thanks to the AMA's 
usual unfortunate approach to serious 
problems. In spite of the fact that the 
Hopetown event was one of the ones 
that the Europeans expressly wanted to 
ride; in spite of the fact that they had

the permission of their parent 
organizations, the AMA ordered them 
not to ride under penalty of losing their 
FIM international licenses. The AMA, as 
the American FIM affiliate, now has the 
power to do this. Unfortunately, with 
power does not always come either 
grace or wisdom. A telegram from the 
FIM in Europe straightened things out 
and the AMA reluctantly backed, off, 
but the Europeans didn’t know they 
were going to be permitted to ride until 
midnight Saturday night! 

The spectators showed their 
appreciation of the Sidehackers by 
raising over $900 as a donation to help 
them defray expenses. This is more than 
the appearance money that the AMA 
has promoted at any of their scheduled 
appearances. More on the European 
Sidehackers next week. 

For the participant, it’s always his (or 
her) race that’s the most thrilling but, 
for the spectators, it’s-the Experts every 
time. Saturday’s racing, was pretty hard 
to follow though, even in the Expert 
classes. There was so much mud that by 
the end of the first lap the riders were 
almost unidentifiable. Even the Dirt 
Diggers were uncertain of the winners of 
the Expert classes on Saturday night 
and were looking forward (?) to long 
hours reconstructing the race from lap 
sheets with lots of blank spaces. 

In the 250 Expert, however, there 
was no doubt as to the winner. A lot of 
people had difficulty believing it, 
though. Taking an early lead in the 
event was John Hateley who was riding 
a 250 Triumph like there was no 
tomorrow. 

*A four stroke out in front," 
snickered one of the spectators, “That 
will never last!" And he was right. 
Midway through the race Hateley got a 
flat so we started watching other people 
who were moving up through the pack, 
There was Terry Clark on a Harley who 
had started in the back row and Gene 
Cannady who had started in the next to 
last row. Cannady lost no time. He was 
in fourth at the end of Lap One and 
second at the end of Lap Two. For two 
or three laps Hateley and Cannady 
battled it out without either seeming to 
gain or lose much. Then Hateley got his 
flat and that was that. Cannady won 
with a pretty good lead over second 
place Terry Clark. By the way, Cannady 
was riding a Honda! Would you ever 
have believed that in 1972 two 


four-strokes would be battling for first 
and second in the 250 Expert class? 

It wasn't an easy class, either, with 
Jerome Ruzicka, Jim Fishback, Mike 
Konle, Keith Mashburn and Steve Scott 
among the also-rans. 

On Sunday it looked like it might be 
a repeat in the 500 Expert class. Al 
Baker on a Kawasaki took the lead in 
the first lap but got passed very quickly 
by both Gene Cannady and Carl Cranke. 
Cranke and Cannady were setting a 
really blistering pace and Baker was 
soon left quite a bit behind, but Hateley 
on his Triumph was moving up. To me 
it seemed just like old times. Cranke and 
Cannady were our two star performers 

afrom California in the recent ISDT in 
Czechoslovakia, running very close all 
the time, and both ending with gold 
medals. Now they were putting on just 
as great a performance in a different 


medium. And on different bikes. In the 
ISDT they both rode Pentons; now 
Cannady was on a factory special Honda 
and Cranke was on a Kawasaki. 

About the fourth lap though, 
Cannady started moving ahead of 
Cranke and the announcer said that 
Cranke had lost his rear brake. Then 
Cannady disappeared altogether and 
Hateley was in the lead. Hateley had 
been moving up right along and if 
everyone had stayed in, it might have 
been quite a race among Hateley, 
Cranke and Cannady. Later, we found 
out that Cannady had broken a fuel line 
which put him out, and Cranke along 
with no rear brake also had a flat rear 
tire. He still went on to finish 
somewhere around sixth even with the 
flat. 

Meanwhile, Hateley won, and Al 
Baker who had been hanging about back 
there in the pack took second. Terry 
Bilton on a Maico got third. 

Hateley was not content with one 
win; though, so he went out and rode 
the Open class and won that too. 
Unfortunately, he had run out of 
different bikes so he rode the same one 
he had ridden in the 500 class which is a 
no-no. He was disqualified and Gene 
Smith awarded the win with Mike Konle 
second, both on Triumphs. It was a very 
good day for four-strokes. 

After the race I asked Hateley about 
something that was kind of puzzling. 
Where they had to make that tum-off 
into the gully described earlier I noticed 
that he and Cannady and Cranke, the 
guys who were really going fast around 
the course weren’t getting airborne 
going over the lip, while some guys were 
going so fast they hit halfway down. 

Hateley explained it this way: 
“They’re not jumping it. They’re 
powering off it. We’re actually going so 
fast that we’re still slowing down going 
down .the hill. We've got to keep the 
wheels on the ground to get it slowed 
down. The most spectacular guys aren’t 
always the fastest." 

While Hateley might not have been 
the most spectacular on that particular 
stretch, he was far and away the most 
spectacular thing seen going around the 
sweeper at the end. Just beautiful. 
Crossed up, sliding around the outside 
of bikes and riders that would be 


considered fast in any race, making 


them look like Novices. 

Any classic has to have something for 
the sentimentalists and this year it was 
the 350 class with everybody’s favorite 
people, Preston Petty and John Rice 
taking first and third. John Rice wanted 
someone to protest his 350 Maico so he 
could made $10 but nobody did. 
Second was Jim Dawson. 

Hopetown is a classic. Catl Cranke 
explains why. “The reason it’s got the 


* appeal is because they've got enough 


sense to go out and dig up people. I 
forget how long ago it was but the first 
time I saw Joel Robert I saw him here. 
Like that's the thing." 

Five years from now no one except 
the winners will remember who won the 
races this weekend, but everyone will 
remember that this was the first time 
Americans saw Ton and Rikkcus and 
Herbert and Lorenz, the European 
Sidehackers. Thanks again, Dirt Diggers.

125 on a private Yamaha, tells us that 
the Clarke/Mayes Harley 125 broke 80 
miles out of La Paz. It was repaired by 
H-D ace Dean Goldsmith in time to get 
them an eighth in the 125 class. 

The earlier unofficial" results didn't 
stand up to the test of informed 
scrutiny. Fourth overall, when all the 
times got sorted out, was actually Mike 
Haney and Bob Hosford on the Long 
Beach 350 Honda, in at 21:36 total 
elapsed time. That makes Steve Hurd 
and Eric Jensen on a 125 DKW first 125 
and fifth overall, in at 22:08.

ALBANY, OHIO, Oct. 22, 1972 — The 
Albany Competition riders ran their 
National enduro over an almost entirely 
new course this year...125 miles of nice 
scenic trails in and through the hills of 
southern Ohio. The run was tough 
enough to weed out the better riders 
from the best (especially checkpoint 
two) but was not so bad that you 
couldn’t finish. Only one person 
suffered any injury of consequence and 
that was a fractured shoulder. 

Unlike most runs that begin and end 
in torrential downpours or make you 
ride the entire way on pegs through the 
Amazon river this consisted of mostly 
trails (very tight) weaving through the 
woods, onto fast road parts (a little rest) 
and then back into the woods again. 

The first forty miles (approximately) 
were tough but dry with a minimum of 
mud or water covering most of the 
distance in the woods. After that came 
waterhole number one, a deceptive 
stream crossing, which became 
progressively harder as each rider passed 
and the initial lines became deep ruts. 
This was followed by a short excursion 
into the elephant grass which led 
directly into a large mudhole causing a 
lot of agony and then back into the 
tight twisting trails again. 

Another interesting spot for the 
spectators (who ran an enduro of their 
own traveling to and from spectator 





points) was the Hill, a fast, steep run 
that was easier than it looked. 

The cooperation by private parties in 
letting the A.C.R. use private lands for 
trails and checkpoints was a major 
factor in their establishing a quick, safe 
run that benefited everyone. One nice 
lady at the final check had inowed a 
part of her lawn/field especially for 
parking and took an avid interest in’ 
watching the riders come by. 

A problem  surfaced at the 
"Moonshine" that sometimes happens 
at the tail end of the season — lack of 
entries. Only two hundred plus riders 
showed to make the start where a 
normal good entry is over three 
hundred. The small entry did not 
detract from the array of trophies that 
were presented, A six footer for overall 
that was bigger than the winner brought 
a lot of laughs. 

Overall top rider was Jake Fisher 
(Hus) who picked up his third straight 
Hi Point win but he was followed very 
closely by Norm Ford (Hus) who took 
the A class win. Bill Kain, who was very 
hot earlier in the year and is a sure bet 
for National Enduro Champ, was absent 
because of an injury earlier in the 
month at Black Coal run. 

Roger Seitz kept on plunking along 
on his 175 Kaw and eased out Bud 
Williamson by one point to take B class 
honors.

Wells, making it. most 
uncomfortable for Blunt, and at times 
forcing Blunt to make mistakes while 
recovering from those tight. corners, 
looked for a brief few laps like a winner 
from his second position, but on the 
fifth lap, spilled as his mount’s front 
wheel went under him as he attempted 
to cut a corner while trying to get under 
Blunt. Getting up more disgusted than 
hurt, Wells, walked away to get set for 
his rematch with the sensational Blunt 
who has been scorching the fifth-mile 
clay bullring. Holding on to finish 
second was Corbett who was pushed by 
a fast closing Goade in finishing third 
ahead of Davis, Leon Desimone (Yam), 
Yester, Bill Adargo (Bul), and Chuck 
Hatcher (Mon). 

The 250 FT Main had all the makings 
of those movie-script two-rider duels as 
Wells got the jump on Blunt and the 
field with Corbett, Goade, Davis, and 
the “Super Mex” Brian Garcia chasing 
the leaders. On the second lap, Jeff 
Wiles (Yam), spilled, but walked away 
unharmed. Blunt, this time doing the 
chasing, turned this affair into a trophy 
dash sprint race as he pushed Wells into 
performing his very best. Undaunted by 
the best Blunt had to offer, Wells, who 
was competing here for only the second 
time in over two years, made it look

easy as the crowd went wild pulling tor 
the visiting rider. Masterfully, with cool 
assured professionalism, Wells, who had 
just finished an East Coast-Canada tour 
that netted the Phoenix ace the sum of 
$93,000 in two and a half months, 
chalked his first career win at Trojan. 
Blunt, with an equally fine performance 
making every move count, giving Wells 
no margin for error, finished second 
ahead of Goade. 

Elbert Turner (Yam), and Tom Doty 
(Hon), continued to dominate the 125 
TT and FT Main events. Turner, pushed 
all the way by Bob Byars (Hon), 
displayed all his potential in keeping 
Byars at the tail-end of his exhaust pipe 
for 10-exciting laps. Counter-matching 
every move by Byars to take the lead, 
Turner pulled a few tricks of his own

and then some in leading every lap to 
the checkered flag finishing ahead of 
Byars, Rick Anderson (Hon), Allen 
Swett (Hon), and Tim Melancon (Yam). 

In a restart of the 125 FT Turner was 
caught taking a nap at the starting line 
as the field was off-and-away before 
Turner decided to put it on. With Doty 
off to the races, Turner moved from 
seventh to fourth by the end of the first 
lap, to third on the second lap, and 
second by the fifth lap. Two more laps, 
and Turner was pouring on the heat to 
Doty, but was unable to overhaui the 
hard-riding bike jockey in the remainder 
of the distance. Third was Anderson 
followed by Al Glover (Yam). 

100 TT wins went to Byars (Hon 
Senior class), and Mike Mining (Yam — 
Junior class) in finishing 1-2 in this 
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winning ways in winning the 100 FT 
Main over Mining, and Richard Shook 
(Yam). 

In earlier action, Wells came through 
with a stunning win in the 250 FT 
Trophy Dash over Blunt, and Jim 
Schnell (Ossa). Stacey Berry (Yam), in 
his most popular win of his young 
career in defeating Turner, and Doty, in 
the 125 TT Trophy Dash, looked the 
part of a rider to be reckoned with in 
the near future, but at the same time, if 
Berry is going to be a winner, he better 
get used to trophy girls. 

Look for the return of both Wells and 
Davis in the next two or three weeks. 
They liked the oval so much that they 
would like another shot at it soon.

The image of any sport or form of 
contest is enhanced when it can produce 
a champion with whom participants and 
spectators can identify. Baseball was 
"made" by Babe Ruth. People who 
wouldn't be able.to tell the difference 
between a knight and a queen know 
Bobby Fisher by sight. Even the 
sometimes arrogant Mark Spitz has 
generated interest in the essentially dull 
sport of Olympic swimming. 

We enduro riders are no different. We 
need a National Champion. 

Each year the AMA names a number 
of enduros as National Championship 
Enduros and counts the points toward 
the eventual naming of a “Grand 
National Enduro Champion." But it's a 
phony contest, and most people know 
it. The difficulties are many. In the first 
place, enduro competition is an amateur 
activity. Though some riders are more 
or less sponsored, no one makes his 
living riding enduros. Since that is the 
case, riders cannot be expected to 
devote the kind of time and money to 
riding enduros that a professional racer 
would devote to following the National 
Circuit, 

But. consider this situation: This year 
there were 24 National Championship 
Enduros. The Grand National Champion 
is to be that rider who does best in half 
plus one of those championships, or 13 
events. Note that he earns points from 
13 enduros, but to have a good chance 
of winning he must ride more than that 
number. If, for instance, he failed to 
finish three enduros, or did poorly, he 
would have to ride 16 events to have a 
good chance of winning. 

A glance at this year's schedule 
reveals that riders who live in the middle 
Eastern region of the country, say in 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York, 
Ohio, and Indiana; possibly one or two 
more states, could conceivably ride that 
many events, using weekends and 
vacations. It would be a very tough 
grind, but it is at least possible. Outside 
of that area, it becomes impossible. 
California had six National 
Championships scheduled, but even if a 
rider won all six, an incredible 
performance, he would not have much 
of a chance because he would not pick 
up any points for his remaining seven 
rides. Even competing in all six in 
California would be pretty tough. Five 
of the six are in what is generally 
considered the LA ridimg area but the 
sixth is in Redwood City, about 10 
hours driving time from LA, one way. 
To get to Number seven, the aspiring 
West Coast enduro rider would have to 
travel to Texas, and for Number eight to 
Louisiana, or Kansas. Riders in the 
Northwest part of the country have it 
even worse. There are no Nationals at all 
within a day's driving time of Seattle. 
New England and Florida riders are also 
shut out completely. 

Even assuming that some of our 
riders in California could spare the time 
and money, the contest would still be 
far from fair. They would have to 
compete in the East, in their 


letter as now we were entering into 
International competition. Our riders 
should be given every break and learn 
how it is done everywhere else in the 
world. A Finn going to Poland doesn't 
have to worry about rules. They are the 
same as he rides under at home, or in 
England or Spain. But trust America to 
have to be different. 

When our riders go campaign there, 
they have to learn the rules and now the 
Europeans are having to learn the 
AMA's when all that is needed is the 
FIM rules. Then no one would have to 
do any boning up. 

Hopefully, the AMA will at least 
bring their rules into line with the rest 
of the world and we’ll have that going 
for us or I can see American motocross 
becoming a specialized branch of 
motocross as American football grew 
out of soccer! 

Another good comment was Ake 
about American circuits. 
Well, old mum here has been 
complaining for years that the courses 
aren't rough enough and there's not 
enough mud, etc. He thinks so, too. 
Also, that if an American ever stands a 
chance to be a World Champion he'll 
have to ride rougher courses or go to 
Europe and campaign and that will take 
a long time to build a rider of that 
caliber. Amen.

competitors’ backyards, so to speak, 
while the Eastern riders would not have 
to compete in the West at all. 

One of the rationalizations for this 
unfair and impractical system is that 
“Well, everyone knows that all the good 
enduro riders are in the East, anyway.” 
This. is probably untrue and definitely 
unproven, In the last few years, there 
has been a remarkable upsurge in the 
number and quality of Western enduros 
which, in the natural course of events, is 
producing a fine crop of enduro riders. 
This year the National Championship 
will probably be won by Bill Kain or 
one of his riding partners; Jake Fisher 
and Ron Bohn. All live in the 
mentioned area, around Pittsburgh, Pa. 
All three of them are fine riders and 
might easily win a National 
Championship no matter how it was 
held. But then again, if it was held fairly 
they might not. 

Here in the West there are a number 
of very good enduro riders. Don Stover, 
Carl Price and Ben Bower are all good 
enough to give the Easterners a run for 
their money. Bob Steffan, given the 
right kind of runs, could beat them, In 
really rough, fast runs, the Pittsburgh 
guys would probably have the edge, but 
if it were a timekeeper's event" Steffan 
would have them talking to themselves. 

Up until now we have been using as 
an example the 1972 championship 
schedule. In 1972, there was at least a 
token effort made to have other parts of 
the country represented. In the 1973 
schedule, just recently announced, even 
that is lacking. In 1973, there will be 12 
Championships and all of them will be 
in that middle eastern region defined 
roughly by Ohio on the north, Georgia 
on the south, Missouri in the west and 
Pennyslvania in the east. 

According to AMA man Mike 
Hinshaw, only two California clubs 
asked for championships and they were 
turned down. California clubs, it would 
seem, have realized that they’ were 
disenfranchised and so have decided to 
disdain even the token representation 
available. California clubs have decided 
that National Championship status for 
their events is not worth having. How 
long will it be before they decide that 
an AMA sanction is not worth 
obtaining? 

Right now, many of the best enduros 
that were held last year in California 
and the surrounding area were not 
AMA-sanctioned events. For riders, the 
points tabulation of the CERA is more 
meaningful than that of the AMA 
District because the CERA tabulated 


the points their members receive in all 
events ridden, not just the handful of 
District events. 

Most of the top riders in this area are 
members of CERA. It would seem that 
in the not too distant future, if the 
AMA doesn't react in some positive 
way, that the CERA could become 
California's version of the New England 
Trail Rider’s Association. NETRA has 
not only found that they could live very 
well without the AMA but that they 
could have much better events. And as 
most people are aware, the AMA, for all 
practical purposes is dead in New 
England. 

While I can see this coming, I am not 
in favor of it. I think enduro 
competition as a sport would grow more 
in stature with a nationwide 
organization and a real AMA-sanctioned 
National Championship. 

There is another objection to the 
current method of. running the 
championship. Since it is decidedly 
regional in nature and there are so many 
"National Championships" it is almost 
impossible for anyone to follow the 
competition. I have better access to the 
literature of the sport than most people, 
but I can't even find the results of many 
of the “Championships,” let alone a 
monthly report of the changes in 
standings. In leafing through about 14 
issues of' the AMA News, I could not 
find a single listing of the points 
standings of the top riders. Only a few 
of the events were reported. I list Bill 
Kain as the probable leader because one 
of the AMA officials told me he was, 
but I haven't seen it in print anywhere. 
If there was a story on last year's Grand 
National Enduro Champion, I can't find 
it. And, of course, the monthlies give no 
play to the championship at all, since 
their editors can't find any information, 
either. The result of this is that the 
Grand National Enduro Champion gets 
no publicity, or prestige for his hard 
won victory. The manufacturer of his 
motorcycle also gets little benefit from 
his victory in terms of advertising 
because no one has followed the 
contest, and no one knows the name of 
the winner. 

There are many possible solutions to 
these problems. Here is one. Let us have 
three or, at most, four National 
Championship Enduros on subsequent 
weekends. Let’s assume, for the sake of 
illustration, that they are all held in the 
month of October. The events should be 
spread out over the entire Nation so 
that all riders competing would have to 
travel about an equal distance’ and all 


to the top far exceeds what our riders 
get here. Our men are getting better but 
it’s been a long time since an American 
scored an International point, First man 
was Bud Ekins in 1965, so just look 
how long it took before Bryan Kenney 
did it this vear. : 

Shooting the breeze with Roger 
DeCoster and Jeff Smith at Saddleback 
at the first Laugh-In Trials I came right 
out and asked if they thought we'd ever 
have a World Champion. Roger just 
wouldn't commit himself, only gave the 
Gallic shrug. Smitty was blunt: “No.” 

Just wishful thinking on my part, but 
if we could ship someone like Marty 
Tripes over to Europe at his age, keep 
him over there for say, three years, 
riding every weekend in club. and 
International events he could make a 
living. Strangely enough, you make the 
best income in the International events, 
not the Grand Prix. Then in his fourth 
year, he'd be, let's see, about twenty, 
put him into the Grand Prix. You might 
Just see something. 

As to the choice of Marty, I’m not 
slighting anyone else, his name just 
popped into mind first..He’s young and 
in Europe you’re out on your own at 
fifteen, earning a.living. Most of the 
time you don't have a father who can 
provide you with a bike or parts. You 
scratch for your own and therefore only 
the toughest survive. It's a whole 
different ball park over there. Not to 
mention a different game. 


riders would have to ride a variety of 
terrain. For starters we could have one 
event in California, one in Colorado, 
one in Indiana and one in Pennsylvania. 
The following year they could be in 
Arizona, Nebraska, Michigan and 
Florida. And so on. The winner would 
be the ‘rider who did the best on the 
basis of points in all four events. 

Immediately, we have made several 
gains. A serious rider can take his two 
weeks vacation and hit three of the 
events, possibly with a couple days 
tacked on at the end to drive back from 
the last event. With just a little luck the 
first or last event will be near enough to 
his home that he can get to that one on 
a weekend without losing work time. 
Even if he has to make special 
arrangements, it will be much easier 
since he will know that he only has to 
make four events and he knows a year 
in advance where they will be and that 
they will all be in* October (or 
whenever). 

Since the competition will take place 
in one short intense period, the 
champion and the events will get lots of 
publicity. The weeklies can afford to 
have someone cover four events in detail 
where they can't have someone traipsing 
all over the country all year long trying 
to cover 30 events. The monthlies can 
cover the four events in one 
comprehensive, coherent and interesting 
article, something they can't begin to do 
under the current system. The 
manufacturer and the Grand Champion 
himself will benefit in the form of 
advertising and sponsorship. Since the 
fans can follow the action, there might 
actually be a good number of spectators 
at the events which would benefit the 
promoting club. 

The four events should be strictly 
invitational, with the top riders of each 
district receiving an invitation to 
compete. The invitations should be 
issued on a per capita basis. The more 
riders in the district, the more 
invitations. But there should also be an 
upper and lower limit, with no district 
receiving less than three invitations and 
no district receiving more than, say, 25 
invitations. The exact formula should be 
worked out so as to guarantee a good 
entry to the club that hosts the event, 
but preclude the possibility of an 
unmanageable large entry. About 350 
riders would seem to be ideal. 

Riders would receive invitations on 
the basis of their performance through 
the year in selected events in their own 
or neighboring districts. I should think 
there would need to be no more than 
ten events in a District that would count 
toward an invitation to the National 
Championship Enduros and that rider's 
points would be the total accumulated. 
In smaller districts of course, there 
would be fewer events. 

Events offering points toward an 
invitation to the championship should 
be called Class A events and all Class A 
riders in the district should be 


guaranteed an entry and have early 
numbers. Whatever spots were left over 
for these events could be «filled by Class

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B riders. 

Class B events, non-points evenis, 
would carry no special privileges for 
Class A riders, but would count in the 
promotion of riders from Class B to 
Class A status. Naturally they would be 
easier, more relaxed events and, 
possibly, they could encourage large 
entries. 

No club hosting a first enduro, or 
having badly botched the previous 
year’s run would be allowed to hold a 
Class A event, unless there were no 
other. method of selecting that District's 
candidates for the Championship (As in 
the case of a new district, or a district 
with only one event a year.). No club 
unwilling to score an event the same day 
it was run should be allowed to host a 
Class A event. 

The advantages of this system are 
many. Since there would be .a tangible 
and prestigious award available: the 
invitation to the four Championship 
events, interest in the Class A enduro 


would skyrocket. Interest in becoming a 
Class A rider would also go up, since 
there would be rewards, guaranteed 
entries, better starting numbers and of 
course the chance to compete in the 
championship. Right now, it is 
advantageous to remain a B rider, 
because it’s easier to win trophies and 
there’s no reward for advancement. 

There would be a de facto Beginners 
class set up with runs tailored to their 
needs (Class B events), something that is 
seriously needed ^ throughout the 
country and whose lack is encouraging 
private promoters to fill the gap. 

The system outlined would not only 
give us a true National Enduro 
Champion, but also a whole bunch of 
riders who would like to try for the 
honor. And it would assure that the 
name of the National Enduro Champion 
would be known outside of Ohio. If 
you, the enduro riders, like the idea, 
write to me or to the AMA and let 
someone know. Things only move when 
pushed.

Helmet Industry: 


Facts recently released by the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration that 90% of motorcycle 
helmets tested over a year ago failed to 
meet the head protection criteria of the 
American National Standards Institute 
are an overstatement for at least. two 
reasons, according to Richard Babbitt, 
president of the Safety Helmet Council 
of America. First, Mr. Babbitt said, 


better than half the helmets can no 
longer be purchased; and second, the 
testing was apparently done to the now 
obsolete ANSI 1966 Standard. 

The Safety Helmet Council questions 
some of the technical modes of testing, 
and calls particular attention to the 
American National Standards Institute's 
revision of an error in the time duration 
factor used in the current specification. 
This error is now being corrected 
through ANSI procedural channels.

used to be a harmless recreation is 
becoming a hunted sport. Guerrilla 
opposition is starting to emerge, 
such as counterfeit green stickies. 

Meantime the Bureau of Land 
Management, jealous of the state’s 
new source of revenue, is blatantly 
trying to rip off organized racers, 
the most harmless denizens of the 
desert, for an illegal “head tax” and 
unobtainable liability insurance.

It has long been Federal policy that a reasonable charge should be 
made to each identifiable recipient for a measurable unit or amount 
of government service or property from which he derives a special 
benefit. There are several laws which reinforce this policy. As 

a consequence, use fees are being charged for several different types 
of activities, many of which are not related to off-road vehicle use. 


At the present time a fee program is being considered for all special 

wes of the public lands. Fxamples of these uses are survival training, 
organized tours, backpacking, river floatboatinr, and horseback riding 
events. The Land and Water Conservation Fund Act of 1965, as amended by 
the Act of July 11, 1972 (PL 92-347), states in Section 4. (b) (?) "Special 
recreation permits for uses such as group activities, recreation events, 
motorized recreation vehicles, and other specialized recreation uses may 
be issued in accordance with procedures and at fees established by the 


agency involved.” 


Executive Order 11644, "Use of Off-road Vehicles on the Public Lands" 
sipned by President ‘Nixon on February 8, 1972 directs land managing 
agencies to ensure that the use of OPV's on public lands will be controlled. 
The issuance of special land use permits is one tool used ín effecting 


this control. 


Special land use permits not only assist BL" in its management operations 
and in collecting fees, but also provide benefits to the user group. 

For example the permittee may be assured that reasonable precautions 
have been taken concerning safety, accident liabilitv, environmental 
damage, and crowd control. The permittee w111 also benefit th-ough 
reduction of conflicts with other users of the public land and through 
increased efficiency in search and rescue operations if these become 


necessary.

HOPETOWN, CAL., Nov. 12, 1972 — 
The Old Timers’ Event was the tenth 
and next-to-last race, scheduled for 2:30 
on Sunday.

The-start was something to behold.

(Bul), J.L. Siebrandt (Gre), and Dana 
Wilson (CZ) amongst the forerunners. 
Things were so tight someone got 
sideways at the first turn, creating a 
huge traffic jam. 

The first to show up after lap one was 
Jesse Goldberg (Mai) closely followed 
by Tom Hoyle (Bul). After the second 
lap it was still Goldberg, stretching his 


Quick Impressions of Hopetown

SIMI, CAL., Nov. 11 & 12, 1972 — 
Once again it was the greatest event of 
the District 57 racing season, 
Hopetown. Crammed with people and 
riders, the two day event still boggles 
the imagination no matter how many 
times you go to it. More old timers and 
big names show up there than any other 
race. With apologies to some riders who 
may have paid for an entry and 
therefore were riding with another 
man’s number we hope we don’t get too 
many names wrong. 

The. course was different this 
year...the gully deeper and the circuit 
went through the little old town, or 
what is left of it with a sweeping TT 
turn that steadily built up a great berm 
as the races progressed...Tom Brooks 
was so great on the TT sections he 
showed up some of the regular TT 
riders, we wonder what he could do if 
he came out to a_ District 
scrambles!...The weekend started with 
the 100 Novice class, first man through 
the mudhole was Steve Rawson. The 
rest really struggled manfully, some not 
as big as the bikes they were riding. The 
hole had water, then a jump, then more 
water to plop in..it was a disaster for 
the scorers and the announcer kept 
begging up-coming riders to put their 
numbers on their helmets. Finally the 


* haybales were moved out so riders could 


miss the worst part, or try to. 

One lightweight Novice winner got 
himself disqualified when it was 
discovered he was a CMC Expert, 
showing again there must be some 
consistency in grading riders from other 
organizations. One 250 Novice did one 
of the best tuck-and-rolls off his bike 
we've ever seen this side of the 
Olympics, but he was in the mudhole at 
the time and came up looking like the 
creature from the Black Lagoon. Dennis 
Clement got a rise out of the spectators 


lead, followed by Hoyle. J.L. Siebrandt 
was running third and couldn't help it. 
His throttle kept sticking full on. But it 


didn't bother him much because that's : 


the way he usually flies. 

At the finish it was Jesse Goldberg 
(Mai) taking the checkered flag, and 
Dana Wilson (CZ) came zooming from 
out of the blue to grab second place. 
J.L. Siebrandt (Gre) came blasting by 
for third and headed around for an 
extra lap with his stuck throttle. (These 
are unofficial results since everyone had 
new numbers and gray plates, making it 
hard to tell who was on first.) 

Then the eleventh race began, in the 
Old Timers' pits. Actually it was a 
verbal rerun of the tenth race. It took 
place as the Old Timers stood around 
the fire-pit, warming and refreshing 
themselves. It was the best race of the 
day! 


by having a fur mask on his helmet with 
the face to the back, weird! In the 100 
Amateur-Expert go you could just hear 
the bikes blubbering and straining 
through the mudhole from a distance, it 
was that bad. Dick Mosely made it 
through and then he and his Honda 
tried to climb the fence but managed to 
get straightened out and continued. 
Over half the Competition Committee 
stewards rode including Tom Center 
who checked the course out on his little 
Honda Saturday and then got on his big 
desert boomer Sunday. 

This may be hard to believe but some 
of the 125-Amateur-Expert brigade had 
more trouble in the mud than the 
Novices did. They were trying harder, 
and it was an excellent race. Elliot 
Brainard took one of the harder 
croppers but got back up and running 
again. Ken Zahrt got the drop on *em at 
the start but second lap it was Bob 
Brooks on a Carbelavand it was to be his 
race. John Rice was in this one, starting 
his weekend of six races although he 
had miseries with every scooter 
Saturday, 

By the time the 250 Experts came 
up, announcer Don Kemp who really 
does a fine job was wound up. 

“Little John” Hateley got the lead on 
a Triumph cub (that’s what I said, a 
Triumph cub) with a Trackmaster 
frame, and it looked as if no one could 
catch him. I have a feeling that he 
would have been the winner without the 
flat tire. Gene Cannady on a great 
sounding Honda had come from row 
three through traffic to second place 
and Husky-mounted Terry, Clark from 
the fourth to get the eventual third 
overall...no one could catch our favorite 
policeman Cannady though, although 
Clark and Tony Rogers (CZ) were doing 
their darndest.... 

There were three protests for the day 
including one against Dirt Diggers North 
rider Carl Cranke but every one was 
disallowed. At an event like this you can 
bet your boots there will be plenty of

protests and accusations, some 
justifiable and some not so. Here’s one 
for you. Sunday, Preston Petty got a 
ride on a ‘Bul in the 350 class. ‘Most 
everyone knew there were 250’s in that 
race (In fact, unless my eyes are going 
out on me I think I saw an Ossa lining 
up.). Preston won it and then came up 
to referee Sam Crooks with $10 to 
protest his own machine because he 
wasn't sure it wasn't a 250 and Preston 
doesn't go around winning on illegal 
equipment. It was checked and found to 
be the 30 Bul, you can't tell by looking 
quick at ‘em, but how's that for a 
sportsman? Think on that, you cats who 
pulled other stunts! 

The. day ended with a Diggers 
patrolman being dug out of the 
mudhole and those who were staying 
over started in the bench racing. 

Sunday. Everyone finally got the 
story of the Diggers hassles with the 
AMA. I don’t know what it is, but the 
Diggers are always the club who invokes 
the ire of the worthies in Worthington, 
pardon me, Westerville, They did it this 
year with the showing of the European 
sidecar teams who are a first-ever in this 
country. These men are professional 
riders riding under their FIM licenses 
issued from their home countries, 
Switzerland, Holland, Sweden and 
Germany. They had written OK's to 
ride at Hopetown, and then the AMA 
stepped in. They threatened to pull the 
guys’ licenses if they didn’t go to the 
pro motocross at Phoenix.. The 
promoter there offered them $400 
starting money (The Phoenix promoter 
knew nothing about it...Ed.) and the 
poor Europeans didn’t know what the 
hell was going on. But there are some 
good thinkers in the Sidehack 
Association and the Dirt Diggers, 
telephone and cable wires hummed and 
the hacks came to Hopetown — 
Beautiful WASP frame jobs powered by 
Norton and one by Honda. 

This was an AMA sanctioned 
sportsman event and the Europeans 
were to exhibit their talents at the same 
time the American hacks were racing, 
just for the sheer fun of it, and did they 
ever! My Lord, I never in my life 
thought I would ever see a sidehack 
crossed up in the air but I did! 
Unbelievable but as the Brothers Haller 
came up out of the gully and hit the 
bump at the top, the front wheel would 
be turned a la DeCoster with driver and 
monkey grinning happily, all wheels off 
the ground. Down they’d come, and off 
they'd go'and the other two were doing 
it too. . 

But the greatest thing ever happened. 
These men are paying their own way to 
come here, everything, and relying on 
start money and hospitality to make 
their way around this enormous 
country. So the Diggers asked for 
donations for them and did the average 
American sporting rider ever respond! 
People who were there, I could hug 
every one of you. I talked to the guys 
afterwards and they were pretty well 
overwhelmed and think Americans are 
wonderful people! $924. in bills and 
change which came in even from little 
kids who wanted to donate what they 
had, and there was also a bottle of 
Scotch, three Coors, and a package of 
sunflower seeds from a youngster who 
had nothing else to give. They were 
eaten too. 

So, after all the hassles, the 
Europeans were able to go away happy 
and think that America is not such a 
bad place after all, and it was Hopetown 
that did it for ‘em. 

Sunday started with two 500 Novice 
héats, the usual whoopees started on the 
first turn when a Suzuki got anxious 
and stuffed his front wheel under a 
Maico’s rear one...Richard Pomo was 
just flying in the second heat...and the

were in evidence...John picking up his 
pooch on the second lap just in case 
anything happened at the 
start...bystander next to. me “My God, 
that’s a dog on the tank”, his friend, 
“Yeah, and the thing’s laughing 
too"..Shimpel Yamazaki carefully 
working his way up through the pack 
and Marvin Wine on a Yamaha just 
motoring but looking as if he were 
enjoying it...The 500 Novice Main saw a 
terrific battle, between Paul Knabb and 
Will Haper..in the Main it was Eddie 
Sanchez who emerged the winner in the 
last race of the day.

We hope the super tuner of the Long 
Beach Honda team. bikes, Bill Bell, 
didn’t get hurt but he had a bum arm 
after a tumble in the 350 class...those 
Honda's he tunes sure haul...Bob 
Steffan was doing very well, and Desert 
Fox George Walker on his “Saki came in 
about twelfth overall. 

John Hateley aroused hope and pride 
in four-stroke lovers by winning the 500 
Expert class on a Triumph, that guys 
shows what can really be done with a 
heavyweight machine. Who needs a two 
stroke? Then John got himself 
disqualified for riding and winning again 
the Open class on the same 500. He just 
wanted to ride, and I don’t blame him, 
but he demoralized Novices watching 
him doing wheelies in sections they’d 
had troubles with. Gene Cannady gave it 
all he had and some of us a nervous 
reaction when the ambulance moved 
and he hadn’t come around, but it 
wasn’t him, he was out with a broken 
fuel line.

IT DON'T COME FASY 


by Steve King 

Almost every dirt rider has at one 
time shut his machine off and taken a 
step back to review his favorite riding 
spot, that special little place where 
slides or jumps seem to come a little 
easier and the only fuzz around is on an 
unshaven Sunday afternoon chin. 

` What a far out place this would be to 
hold a race, he thinks, flexing tired 
wrists. Notice all the shady greenery and 
the lazy expanse of unconquered 
territory. One thought easily leads to 
another, and before terminal leg cramps 
set in, Johnny Rider has envisioned a 
veritable Coney Island of picket fences, 
haybales, flagmen and bright wooden 
bleachers all geared towards magically 
converting his sacred .spot into a 
miniature Saddleback. 

How hard could it be, he imagines. A 
few friends to help. Maybe find the 
owner of the land and okay everything. 
*Course we could spread the word in the 
bike shops. Wow! Let's do it! 

Standing on turn one in shorts and 
sneakers, sweeping debris over the edge 
of the real thing, that is, the track at 
Hialeah, something about my new 
sunburn and sore hands told me there 
was more to staging a race than most 
people ever could think. 

Instead of staring wistfully into an 
open field, I was looking at a quarter 
mile oval, the length of which can only 
be appreciated after you've helped 
sweep it. A wall, beaten into submission 
by inumerable ‘57 Chevy fenders and an 
occasional pair of Harley or Yamaha 
forks, surrounded the whole thing. 
Instead of trees, nearby there were 
putrid green gas pumps, an appropriate 
match with the long faces of the endless 
stream of truckers finishing the lucrative 
field pea run on hearby U.S. 27. 

Doubtlessly, before anything else, 
there must be a track to race on, which 
is the first big acquisition. But finding a 
spot is only the beginning when staging 
a real race. Sanctions (if any) must be 
gotten, effective advertising contracted 
and the necessary personnel for the 
preparation and running of the event 
provided for. 

On any Wednesday before a Friday 
night Pro short track at Hialeah, George 
Esser, cigar smoking president of Moto 
Pro, can be found in his office with a 
phone to his ear. The place is fairly 
typical; paneled, with bike pics all over 
and one shot of a younger Esser perched 
behind the wheel of a midget racer, 
forever chomping on the same stogey. 

In his own words, Esser told of three 
types of race promoters, the big time 
operations handling large. crowd 
nationals, etc., the clubs promoting 
folksy local events and an in-between 
group of locally based professionals who 
regularly offer racing in hopes of 
making some money and eventually 
hitting the big time. Sait 

Moto Pro falls into the last category, 
waiting for the rest of the bike world, to 
discover the potential second California 
in South Florida. 

The phone rings. It is the AMA 
referee wondering where the insurance 
fee for the next race is. The sanctions 
themselves were taken care of at the 
beginning of the year. Some promoters 
wait until 30 days before the event, but 
it costs double ($50) that way. i 

“Yes, the check was mailed. If it’s 
lost I'll stop it and send you a new 
one," offers Esser with a knowing roll 
of the eyes. He's armed with photostats 
of everything, the result of just this kind 
of experience. 

Hundreds of details like this must be 
taken care of before Friday night can go 
on. The week before, advertising was 
purchased in local papers and on the 
currently hip 16-30 year age group FM 
station. 

"Anytime we spend a lot of money 
on advertising, say over $300, the dollar 
return doesn't go up in proportion. It 
doesn't pay off unless you've gót some 
name riders, At the present time we 
hope to just contact a hard core of 
cyclists and let them tell each other 
about the events.” 

Jumping into his Buick to go fulfill 
another business obligation, the Moto 
Pro prexy continued with a thumbnail 
of his philosophy. “Until cycle racing 
gains mass acceptance we can’t expect 
anything big. Product identification, 
emphasizing the riders and where they

of people to/the sport are all important. 
A big problem is that local papers only 
cover established sports like football, 
baseball and only recently, since they 
were almost forced to do so, auto 
racing. 

“We send a press release to the sports 
editors every week, It usually ends up in 
the hands of an ad man and he bounces 
out here and tries to sell me $300 worth 
of ads,” he continued. 

Enter one Buster Britton, newly 
appointed general manager of 
operations. Buster is one of the few 
people in the area making his living 
solely from racing. Oddly enough, his 
past has been concentrated in water 
sports activities, not bikes. Shortly after 
giving up his post as director of Ft. 
Lauderdale's Aquatics division, he went 
to a race, really dug it and knew he had 
to get involved. Back in his college 
years, Buster claims to have lived in a 
cave for five seasons on the beach at 
Panama City, FL. Bikes came 
naturally... 

In order to counteract local media 
apathy, Buster acts as liason with all the 
area bike people, contacting all the local 
dealers on a- threefold roundup. 
Dropping off postets, ‘fiyers und copies 





of the current race program spreads the 
word, while soliciting for ads in the 
program helps finances. Joining -in 
whatever BS is floating over coffee at 
the time helps keep him in touch with 
the inside stories. 

The day before the race we dropped 
by the printer to pick up the new 
program. While dodging old sawhorses 
and piles of jagged conduit to slip into 
the cavelike shop by, literally, a hole in 
the wall, I had an inkling of why they 
usé this printer. 

“They were the cheapest," answered 
Buster, confirming my suspicion. 

Believe it or not the program is one 
of the most profitable’ items, a little 
piece of gravy that can hold an 
organization’s head above water when 
the gates are sparse. They weren't ready 
yet..("Whatta ya wunt for two bills, 
Mac?") which was a bummer, since 
managing includes over 500 miles per 
week locally and this meant one more 
trip. 
After a short, philosphical discussion 
of budget printers we continued on to 
the track. Luckily it only needed 
sweeping. Oiling it is the fun part. 
Periodically the ‘surface must be 
chemically treated, graded and saturated 


so you wanta promote? 


with 50 gallon drums of crude, 
purchased at the nearby Ciappola 
refinery. Saturday night stock cars 
really scratch it up when they do those 
endos in the figure eight. 

(Legend has it that one afternoon ole 
George Esser himself was forced to drive 
around the oval for four hours in his 
Buick, as the whole crew rallied to get 
the surface repacked for. the night’s 
race.) 

The evening of the event is when it 
all hopefully pulls together. The 
administrative operations are finished, 
now it's up to the people involved to 
perform. j 

Flagmen and officials are there. They 
have been contracted well in advance 
and most are regulars, but it’s not too 
hard to find someone willing to stand 
like a big shot on the édge of the track 
for $5. The referee (important person) 
gets $40 plus 10¢ per mile travel bread. 
If he doesn’t chicken out under adverse 
rider pressure, he’s worth every cent. 

Scorers are there, and it helps if they 
are mentally agile: Ninety-five on the 
helmet, 69 on the jacket and 11¢0n the 
bike equals whom? Wives of the riders 
help out. Gets ‘em involved and helps 
stifle enforced boredom which could 
otherwise wreck a marriage. 

Two ambulances have to be at the 
race, as per AMA rules, and they are 
contracted for in advance. 


Cops hired from the city of Hialeah _ 


must be there for traffic and security 
control. They are mandatory and get 
paid for every minute of work. 

“One night they caught some dudes 
ripping off stereos in the parking lot,” 
said Buster. “They arrested ‘em and it 
took until after 2:00 a.m. to get them 
booked, the overtime which we were 
also charged with. We almost expected 
to have to pay them to appear in court 
later.” 

Don’t forget the tickets. They mùst 
be furnished and taken up by the 
promoter of the event, with the proper 
rakeoff going to the track owners. : 

“This must be handled quite 
professionally,” explained George Esser, 
who added that “many contracts suffer 
because of bad box office reports.” 

In other words, if the track thinks 
its getting the shaft, a promoter can 
find his program replaced by any 
number of crash and burn auto 
daredevil shows or maybe even a rivival 
tent. And since the sanctions can be 
prepaid by up to a year, this can be a 
financial embarrassment. 

Speaking of money, the purse must 
be there. It can be $600, more or less, 
depending on the event. And the riders 
usually won’t take a check, if you can 
dig it. Cash is it. 

With all this business-like 
organization, a far cry from simple 
idealistic dreams of promotion conjured 
on a Sunday afternoon’s ride, a race is 
presented almost every other week. 

So it rains. Or the Dolphins are on 
local TV and Coach Schula returned all 
87 complimentary tickets. Or all the ads 
in the sports section forgot the location. 
Or Mick Jagger is on the Cavett show. 
Or the restaurant next door tore the 
Cycle Races sign down ‘cause it hid part 
of their name and made it look obscene 
coming from town. 

The responsibility now slips from the 
promoter to everyone, from riders to 
hotdog vendors, who has a job to do. 
Buster slips into his announcing clothes 
(discarding his maintenance duds in the 
van) and makes with a “Good evening 
ladies and gentlemen..." 

This is a short track, but the methods 
are the same for most competent local 
events. Different tracks call for different 
preparation and manpower, but 
basically this process is used at all those 
obscure speedways you go to on the 
weekends and there will always be a 
George or Buster manipulating in the 


background. Maybe there's more to it" 


than you thought. 

For Hialeah and Moto Pro the hard 
core enthusiast theory has held firm 
again. About 700 people show up. A 
“sustaining” gate. 

No one is disheartened. Racing can 
exist for its own sake. But one of these 
days, the cycle mounted equivalent of a 
Chris Evert or Bobby Fischer may come 
along tó carry the whole sport skyward, 
and when mass acceptance finally 
happens, a lot of grass roots promoters 
will be ready to cash in.
